MUD HUTS BEING REPLACED, - 


James Bryce Assists by Beginning 
. England’s Loan to irish. 


The mud edifice is becoming a thing 
of the past in Ireland, It was more 
or less picturesque in descriptions of - 
the landscape, but it was and is cer- 
tainly insanitary and often ‘unfit for 
the abode of human beings. «— . 

It still exists too: numerously, but 
it has been the aim. of the Irish. re- 
presentatives for a generation to 
abolish it in favor of habitable. cot- 
tages. More than a quarter of «a 


ntury ago the first: laborers’ -act-was -~« 


passed. From 1883 to 1906 20,000 cot- 
tages were erected for the laborers. 
Local authorities had power to borrow 
money from the Govesnment, repay- 
able installments, and build the 
cottages with the proceeds, letting 
them at a charge "which covered the 
vost. 
' The work was slow because the 
rate at which the money was borrow- 
ed was too high to enable the cottages 
to be let without loss to the rates at 
a price that laborers could pay and _ 
because, as is usual in this red tape 
ridden country, a vast amount of 
money had to be spent on.pracedire, 
which means in the end law costs. 

Then James Bryce came along and 
before his departure for Washington

colors, ‘ ' 

Garments may be dyed entire or they 
may be ripped apart and dyed in 
breadth. The latter is better for skirts, 


dong coats, etc.; but it is quite easy to 


dye blouses, ribbon trimmings § and 


* things of that sort. just as they are, 


without ripping them. : + 
Different directions come with the 
various prepared dyes, each of which 
The 
dye is usually mixed with boiling water 
in a tub or pot.that will not be hurt 
by discoloration, and two stout sticks 
are used to keep the hands from the 
liquid. Rubber gloves should be worn. 
Dip ‘the material evenly; being sure 
that it is thoroughly permeated by the 
dye before removing it. For some varie- 
ties it must be left to soak overnight. 
Finally, take it out with the ald of the 


sticke and hang it on a line in the open * 


air to drip without wringing or squeez- 
ing. Only in this way can you avoid 
‘streaking. 

Thereare usually different dyes for 
cotton and. linen, and for wool and silk, 
as vegetable materials take dye much 
less quickly than animal fabrics. It is 


never possible to ‘obtain the same rich 
shade by the use of the wrong dye as 


, goods 


by the employment of that suited to the 
material. 
As for mixed goods, they are usual- 


ly cotton and wool, and must. be dyed 
according to the predominating mate- 


rial, This is usumlly cotton, but there 
is-a different rule for practically 
every fabric. 

The great question of dyeing is that 
of color. In general, velveteen and a 
few woolen fabrics are the only 
that will dye to even dark 
colors. The important thing is to 
make thé shade always darker than 
it has been. Of course, one phase of 


dyeing is simply the restoration of . 


color—the rejuvenation of the shade 


In dyeing to another color the fol- 
lowing . rules should be observed: 
Blue and. purple will not dye over 
yellow or orange, nor navy blue over 
brown. Green will not dye over red 
or brown. Seal brown, scarlet, crim- 
son, cardinal and turkey red and gar- 
net will not dye over green, nor the 
first two named over blue or slate. 
Crimson will not dye over purple or 
old gold, nor yellow over purple or 
slate, Golden: brown, pink, orange and 
gray will not dye over any dark 
colors. Black is the only shade that 
will dye over everything. 

Of course, figured goods will dye 
solid, though sometimes the stripes 
or dots will come out a lighter shade. 
In considering the color, you rust 
have regard to every shadé in’ the 
goods, :

BOXES TO THE RESCUE 


F YOU have a collection of empty 

boxes im the storeroom taking up 

room and nothing more, bring them 
out into the practical light of day and 
make them into receptacles of any size 
and for varying purposes. It' is aston- 
ishing how many opportunities for at- 
tractive cabinets or holders are knock- 
ing at your door. Tea boxes, packing 
boxes, even pasteboard forms are avail- 
able and come bravely to the rescue of

A pretty way of treating a dyed 
hat is to stencil it with the stains 
sold for that purpose.

This stencil- 
ing (so called) can be applied also to 
belts, tunics, yokes and sashes, and, 
in fact, to any article which is not 
large enough to require the regular 
cut-out stencil,

EPARATE motifs for embroidery 
S and stenciling usually are present-
